Shocking spike 
in number of 
sexual offences

THERE has been a spike 
in the number of serious 
sexual offences recorded by 
police in Haverhill. 

Between April and May 
2017, the number of record¬ 
ed offences shot up from 10 
to 21, according to figures 
published by the Haverhill 
Safer Neighbourhood Team. 

Since the start of the year, 
there has been a general 
increase in reports of seri¬ 
ous sexual offences in the 
area: five in January, three in 
February, 13 in March; 10 in 
April and 21 in May. 

A Suffolk Police spokes¬ 
person said: “The figures re¬ 
garding increases in sexual 
offences for Haverhill are

echoed at both a local and a 
national level. 

“These rises have been 
attributed to increased 
reporting of these types 
of offences and reflect an 
increase in confidence that 
victims and their families 
have in coming forward 
and reporting what has 
happened to them. 

“Our aim is to prevent 
harm to those being abused, 
to safeguard vulnerable 
people and to bring offend¬ 
ers to justice. 


“If a victim of abuse con¬ 
tacts us and wishes to dis¬ 
cuss an incident that has 
happened to them, we will 
always conduct a thorough 
investigation and provide 
appropriate advice and sup¬ 
port throughout the pro¬ 
cess.” 

Police were unable to pro¬ 
vide a breakdown of which 
wards these offences had 
been reported in.

MOST CASES OF VIOLENCE: Jubilee Walk 


Violent crime 
against people 
has doubled 


VIOLENT crime which causes injuries has 
more than doubled in Haverhill. 

Figures obtained by the News under a 
Freedom of Information (FOI) request re¬ 
vealed that “violence with injury” crimes 
went up from 108 in the year 2015/16 to 265 
in 2016-17. 

The total number of violent injury crimes 
now stands at 373 over the last two years. 

Jubilee Walk, in Haverhill, had the most 
cases of violence with injury recorded with 
19 over two years. 

High Street was second on the list, with 
15 since 2015, and Queen Street came in at 
number three, with 14 violence with injury 
crimes recorded over the two years. 

Acting Inspector Matt Paisley said: “We 
have seen significant changes in the way 
some types of crimes are recorded and cate¬ 
gorised following changes in legislation and 
National Crime Recording Standards, which 
are likely to have impacted on these figures.

We are now far more robust in what we re¬ 
cord and how we record it. 

“The increase does not necessarily mean 
more crime is happening, rather there is a 
greater consistency when recording crime 
and victims recognising what constitutes an 
offence and feeling more able to come for¬ 
ward.” 

Inspector Paisley added: “However, we do 
review patterns of crime reported to us to 
identify hotspot areas and conduct regular 
patrols to ensure we maintain a consistent 
police presence, including at late night ven¬ 
ues, to detect and deter offences. 

“We also recognise that some of those who 
commit crime are vulnerable so, as well as 
enforcement activity, we work with partner 
agencies to offer specialist support services.” 


TRANSPORT 

Road closed to correct markings 


A ROAD in Haverhill was 
shut overnight to fix road 
markings that were put in 
the wrong place. 

The give way lines at the 
mini-roundabout in Sturmer 
Road were put in place in 
July, but are too far back 
meaning that some drivers 
have limited visibility. 


A spokesperson from 
Suffolk County Council said: 
"Where the give way lines 
have been is too far back 
from the junction. So if you 
stopped there they could 
slightly affect visibility into 
the mini-roundabout. 

"We were moving the 
give way lines closer to the 


junction. The lines have 
been like this for just shy of 
a month." 

Sturmer Road was closed 
from 7pm last night and was 
due to reopen at 5am today 
for the correct markings to 
be placed. The northern end 
of Bumpstead Road was also 
due to be closed.

High Street shut as smoke pours 
from diner in lunchtime drama

HAVERHILL High Street was shut 
as smoke billowed out of the Route 
66 American Diner after a fire on 
Tuesday morning. 

Suffolk Lire and Rescue were 
called at 11.55am to a chip pan in 
the diner.

The diner remained closed on 
Tuesday evening.

Tiny surprise’s 
battle to survive

FINDING herself in excruciating pain, Robyn 
Darvill went straight to her doctor thinking 
she had appendicitis. 

But she found herself pregnant and in la¬ 
bour. 

Robyn and her partner Luke went straight 
to hospital and welcomed their perfect and 
healthy baby girl, Daisy Pearl. 

But just two weeks after the couple were 
coming to terms with their surprise addition 
to the family, Daisy was struggling to breathe 
and was rushed to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

She was diagnosed with three holes in her 
heart and needed immediate lifesaving open 
heart surgery if she was going to survive. 

“In a matter of weeks, our lives had 
changed,” said Luke Darvill, 25, from Haver¬ 
hill. “We had no idea that Daisy was on the 
horizon and all of a sudden Robyn was not 
only pregnant, but giving birth to our baby. 

“We had been at home for two weeks be¬ 
fore Daisy became seriously unwell. 

“We were told her heart wasn’t work¬ 
ing properly - it was terrifying to think that 
something we loved so much could be taken 
away from us. We didn’t know how long she 
would be in hospital for, and I had no idea 
about where we would stay while she under¬ 
went this major treatment.” 

The young parents faced the heart- 
wrenching choice of leaving their newborn 
in hospital without them or forking out for 
accommodation. 

Luckily, they were saved thanks to help 
from the Sick Children’s Trust, who made 
sure they were able to stay by Daisy’s side. 

Luke said: “Thankfully, we were told about 
the Trust and the free ‘Home from Home’ ac¬ 
commodation the charity offers. 

“We were so relieved to be given a set of 
keys and our own room. To know we had 
somewhere to stay, completely free of charge, 
right next to our baby was such a comfort 
when it felt like our world was falling apart. 

“For two months, we were supported by 
the charity’s Acorn House. It was amazing - 
Daisy never had to be without one of us by 
her side.” 

Two months after her admission to Adden¬ 
brooke’s, Daisy became so ill that a decision

was made to transfer her to Great Ormond 
Street Hospital in London. 

Once more, Luke and Robyn were terrified 
of being separated from their miracle baby. 

Luke said: “We were so scared we were go¬ 
ing to be separated from our baby as her little 
body was put through open heart surgery.” 

Fortunately, again, the Sick Children’s Trust 
saved the family from being split up and ac¬ 
commodation was found at Guilford Street 
House in London. 

Robyn said: “Guilford Street House was just 
like Acorn House, where we had become so 
comfortable. When we first arrived in Lon¬ 
don we were exhausted with worry. Daisy 
was so very poorly and it was breaking our 
hearts to see her fighting for her life.” 

To say ‘thank-you’ for giving the family a 
‘home from home’, Luke is taking on the Bed¬ 
ford Half Marathon on September 2 to raise 
funds for The Sick Children’s Trust. 

Robyn said: “To say thank-you on behalf of 
our family, Luke really wanted to do a spon¬ 
sored challenge this year. When we saw that 
the Bedford Half was partially in aid of The 
Sick Children’s Trust it was the perfect fit.” 

Daisy who made her unexpected entrance 
in 2015, is now a bouncing toddler and her 
visits to Addenbrooke’s are becoming less 
frequent.

THE father of missing airman 
Corrie McKeague says he does 
not believe bones found at an 
incineration plant are the re¬ 
mains of his son. 

Police are currently examin¬ 
ing waste found at the plant 
at Great Blakenham, Suffolk - 
which includes bone fragments 
- to see if it could be connected 
to the 23-year-old who went 
missing last September. 

A search of a landfill site in 
Milton was called off last month 
after officers spent 20 weeks 
sifting through 6,500 tonnes of 
waste. 

They said the search would 
move on to an incinerator de¬ 
spite believing Corrie’s remains 
were somewhere on the landfill 
site. 

But Martin McKeague said he 
thinks the best hope of finding 
his son is to continue search¬ 
ing the Milton site and that he 
doesn’t believe the fragments 
are anything to do with Corrie. 

He said: “They have found 
some bones, which was expect¬ 
ed, and which could be animal 
bones. We’re just going to have 
to wait and see until they’re 
tested. 

“Deep down I don’t think it’s 
Corrie. 

“We remain focused on the 
facts, and those facts suggest we 
are looking in the right places. 

“The police will let us know in 
due course about their findings 
from the incinerator facility, and 
we await the results of the re¬ 
view of the landfill site search.” 

On Tuesday, police issued a 
statement about the find which 
read: “Police searching inciner¬ 


ated waste at the Great Blaken¬ 
ham energy-from-waste facility 
have recovered some material 
that requires further examina¬ 
tion in order to establish wheth¬ 
er it is in any way connected to 
the Corrie McKeague missing 
person enquiry. 

“At this stage it cannot be 
confirmed whether or not this 
material is in any way linked to 
Corrie and so it will be subject 
to specialist examination and 
forensic analysis in the coming 
weeks. 

“Police expected that it would 
be necessary to take items re¬ 
covered from the search away 
from the site in order to exam¬ 
ine them more carefully. 

“Corrie’s family have been 
kept updated about the search. 

“The search of the incinerated 
waste is now complete.” 

Police called off the search at 
Milton despite revealing they 
knew Corrie regularly climbed 
into bins to go to sleep after a 
night out. 

It is feared he fell asleep in an 
industrial bin following a night 
out with friends in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, Suffolk, on September 
24 last year. 

CCTV footage from that even¬ 
ing shows the airman entering a 
bin loading bay but never walk¬ 
ing out. 

It is thought he had been in 
a rubbish bin that was emptied 
into a lorry and taken to a land¬ 
fill site at Milton. 

An independent review is 
under way into Suffolk Police’s 
handling of Corrie’s disappear¬ 
ance.

A WOMAN who had to be pulled 
away from her burning home just 
before Christmas is finally starting 
to rebuild her life. 

Jayne Hornsey from Haverhill 
come out of the house in a dress¬ 
ing gown and no shoes, and had 
to be dragged from her home after 
telling a neighbour that one of her 
cats was trapped inside the burning 
building. 

She was left homeless after the 
devastating house fire on Decem¬ 
ber 4, and was sleeping in her gar¬ 
den shed because she refused to 
leave her cats behind. 

Now, thanks to the kindness of 
strangers, a Haverhill charity, a lo¬ 
cal housing authority - Havebury 
Housing - and local business, she is 
rebuilding her life and home. 

Ann Allen, operations manager at 
Reach, said: “On the Friday before 
Christmas Havebury contacted us 
about Jayne; she had been offered 
temporary accommodation in a 
Travelodge but would not go be¬ 
cause she could not leave her cats

behind and was sleeping in the gar¬ 
den shed. 

“Therefore, Havebury Housing 
pulled out all the stops to provide 
a bedsit flat, gas and electric but 
there wasn’t any furniture, what 


could we do to help? 

“Within a couple of hours we had 
put together a Z-bed, a microwave, 
a fridge and Starter Pack items 
(bedding, towels, cutlery, crockery 
etc), a food box, Christmas ham¬ 
per, toiletries, a kettle and some cat 
food and dishes - and all were de¬ 
livered that afternoon.” 

A justgiving page was also set up 
by the community to help Jayne. 

Now, eight months later, electrical 
giant Hughes has given Jayne a free 
cooker - a massive help for Jayne, 
who has only had a microwave since 
December - as she looks to move 
back to her home in Castle Walk. 

Ann added: “We have been 
amazed at this very kind gesture of 
a new cooker from Hughes Electri¬ 
cal for Jayne. 

“Having been involved with pro¬ 
viding this lady with replacement 
household items after the distress¬ 
ing fire a few months ago, it’s just 
lovely to see her getting a home 
back together and we wish her all 
the very best for the future.” 

Sam Potter, manager of Hughes’ 
Haverhill branch in the Chaun- 
try Centre, said: “As an established 
business in the town we like to 


see ourselves as at the heart of the 
community. 

“So, when we heard about the 
terrible ordeal Jayne had been

team at Reach Community Projects 
do for the local community.” 

Jayne said: “I am so grateful, I 
can’t thank you enough for all your 
help.”

The Costa 
Brava... 

but not as 
you know it 

EDWARD STEPHENS goes green in the 
unexplored countryside of north east Spain 



I T'S 7am, the temperature is just 
over 30°C degrees and the pale 
blue sky doesn't have a single 
cloud to deface it. 

Yet this is day five of our 
seven-day holiday in Llafranc, an 
hour's drive from Girona, and every 
day has been just as hot. 

My preconceived ideas of “Green 
Spain" from a wet week spent there 
25 years ago, when it rained almost 
every day, have been unreservedly 
despatched. 

I knew the region was lovely, with 
vast areas of woodland and 
unspoiled coastal paths, but they 
call it green Spain for a reason. 

All that vegetation needs a lot of 
rain to keep it alive. 

But, 25 years on, I regret not 
coming back here sooner. 

This is the Costa Brava, and while 
there are cheap and cheerful parts 
of this costa, our home for the week 
in Llafranc is a complete opposite to

the high-rise resorts further south 
where thousands of Brits first cut 
their teeth on Spanish holidays in 
the early sixties. 

Llafranc and its sister coastal 
towns of Tamariu and Calella de 
Palafrugell (not to be confused with 
the more commercialised Calella 
near Barcelona) are low-key, 
upmarket resorts which remind me 
of refined coastal towns in the South 
of France. 

Forget high-rise multi-storey in 
this region, Madrid keeps a tight 
rein on what's built here. 

If you're looking for superb 
beaches, crystal-clear water, 
myriad excellent small 
restaurants and tasteful boutiques 
but an absence of discos and neon, 
this could be for you. 

It is, without doubt, one of the 
prettiest, most unspoiled parts of 
Spain I have come across. 

Llafranc itself is a small town with 
a beautiful white sandy beach, just a 
handful of shops and restaurants 
and a lot of second homes owned by 
the wealthy of Barcelona just two 
hours drive away. 

A pathway along a spectacularly 
beautiful rugged coastline links it to 
the small resort and fishing village 
of Calella, just a 15 minute stroll 
away, where picturesque narrow 
streets show off a variety of small 
eateries and pretty shops. 

Stay on the Cami de Ronda 
coastal path and you will cross 
numerous other small coves with 
just a few holidaymakers on the 
sand and between, children playing 
in the rock pools. 

Don't expect to find too many 
Brits here, it's an area the Spanish 
like to keep to themselves. 

Avoid late July and August and 
you will find Llafranc, Calella and 
Tamariu is Spain as it used to be, 
before mass tourism. You can amble 
along uncrowded promenades at all 


three and not hear any English 
spoken. 

There are bars and restaurants but 
usually they are small family affairs 
which have been there for years. 

The Hotel Llafranc, for example, 
right on the sea front, is a family 
business which started back in 1953 
as a bar. 

Now with 32 rooms, it has a 
history of catering for the stars of the 
silver screen as well as the great and 
good from the worlds of sport and 
the arts. 

Take a look at the walls at the rear 
of the restaurant - it's run by Carles 
Bisbe, the son of one of the three 
brothers who started the business - 
and you'll find photographs of those 
who have passed through its doors. 

There's Elizabeth Taylor, Sophia 
Loren, Kirk Douglas and Seve 
Ballesteros to name but a few. Other 
visitors have included Yul Brynner 
and Rock Hudson and over the bar 
there's a huge picture of Carles' 
uncle with Salvador Dali, a regular 
guest in his day. 

Our home for the week, however, 
was a property of a very different 
kind - and a rare find because of its 
proximity to the town and beach. 

The Villa La Sardana is a gem 
because it's just 140 metres from the 
nearest restaurant, 250 metres from 
the beach and three minutes' walk 
from Llafranc town. 

While villas are often isolated, this 
one is in the perfect spot, offering 
peace and tranquillity while just a 
few steps from the town centre and 
a gentle walk from the picturesque 
harbour. 

It means that on occasions you 
can forget the car and stroll to the 
town, the bars and the restaurants 
so that if you want wine with dinner 
everyone can imbibe. 

With five bedrooms and four 
bathrooms it's a villa which sleeps 
10 - eight in the main house and 



two in a cosy little annexe just a few 
steps away - and has so many 
seating areas both indoors and 
outdoors that members of even 
large parties can find privacy when 
they want to. 

Best of all, it has one of the largest 
swimming pools I have seen at any 
villa, measuring more than 15 
metres long by four metres wide. 
There are Roman steps into the 
water for easy access and a variation 
in depth so it's suitable for children 
and adults. 

Warm and inviting with elegant 
Spanish decor, it also boasts large 
gardens - with a brick-built covered 
barbecue, of course - to stroll 
around when the sun gets too hot. 
There's even free wi-fi to keep the 
teenagers happy. 

Away from Llafranc there are bays 
and villages galore to explore. Even 
though we were on the edge of the 
town we decided to hire a car after a 
Jet2 flight into Girona Airport to give 
us chance to see the best of the 
region. 

It's best to check out the car hire 
prices carefully because there can 
be a sting in the tail if you want fully 
comprehensive insurance. You can 
book a car for a bargain £25 per

week, but when you arrive at the 
airport the full insurance can cost 
you around £250. 

After a lot of checking we opted 
for Sixt, a well-established com¬ 
pany whose website tells you 
upfront exactly what you pay for the 
hire, as well as how much the full 
insurance is - in our case just 12 
euros per day. 

The company's base is just 200 
yards from the airport arrivals hall 
and when we collected our car they 
even programmed in our villa 
destination to ensure we didn't get 
lost. 

The flexibility of having a car gave 


us chance to visit some of the 
spectacular medieval inland 
villages of this region, like Pals and 
Peratallada. 

And while most of the ancient 
buildings in both can only be 
admired from the outside, it's 
fascinating to walk around the 
narrow shaded streets, some of 
which have deep ruts cut in the 
stone surface by generations of 
carts passing over them. 

During a week's holiday we only 
scratched the surface of what's in 
this area. One thing is for sure. It 
won't be another 25 years before 
we are back.

Shock breakdowns 
rise - from potholes 


P OTHOLE-RELATED breakdowns soared by almost 
a third between April and June compared with 
the same period last year, new figures show - and 
the lack of cash to fill them in means that the situation 
is only likely to get worse, according to the RAC. 

Some 3,565 owners of vehicles with broken 
suspension springs, damaged shock absorbers or 
distorted wheels - issues largely attributable to poor 
road surfaces - called the RAC in the second quarter 
of the year. 

This is compared with just 2,725 over the same 
period in 2016. 

The firm's pothole index, based on a 12-month 
rolling average of breakdown numbers, indicates 
that road quality is getting worse after five successive 
quarters of improvement. 

RAC chief engineer David Bizley warned the figures 
demonstrated how a spell of extreme weather could 
result in road surfaces dramatically deteriorating even 
further. 

He said: "After a period of steady improvement, it is 
disappointing to see an unwelcome rise in the number 
of pothole-related breakdowns. 

"The most worrying aspect, however, is the fact that 
this year's weather has been so much milder and drier 
than in the equivalent six months last year and, for this 
reason, we should have expected the numbers for the 
second quarter to be lower. 

"We fear it would only take a spell of very cold or 
wet weather for the improvements of the last year 
or two to evaporate and for the nation to find itself 
in a situation when we would once again be seeking

emergency funding from Government to address the 
worst affected roads." 

The annual road maintenance survey of the 
Ashphalt Industry Alliance found that local authorities 
in England and Wales needed more than £12 billion 
of funding to bring the road network up to scratch. 

This is several times more than councils' entire 
annual revenue spending on highways and transport, 
which was £4.4 billion in England last year. 

Martin Tett, the Local Government Association's 
transport spokesman, said: "Handing councils just two 
pence per litre from existing fuel duty to spend fixing 
our local roads would lead to an investment of 
£1 billion a year into vital repairs and maintenance."
